Odeon is to

THE chairman of an anti¬ 
obesity group who said 
people in Sandwell were 
‘caught in a lazy rut’ has 
said he will not apologise, 
despite an angry letter from 
a council health boss. 

Tam Fry, from the 
National Obesity Forum, 
said Sandwell had nothing 
to encourage walking and 
cycling, when he gave his 
opinion on how the borough 
had been ranked bottom in a 
national Department for 
Transport survey about 
exercise. 

Mr Fry said: “I fully 
understand that Mr Moore’s 
council has put in place a 
wealth of policies and facili¬ 
ties where people can do 
activities but the main 
problem is you can lead a 
horse to water, you can’t 
make it drink. 

“The people of Sandwell 
have worrying levels of inac¬ 
tivity. There are people who 
are upset about what I said 
and have pointed out that 
they do go to Sandwell Valley 
and they do use the leisure 
centres but they are a small 
proportion.” 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for health and well¬ 
being, said: “I urged Mr Fry 
to apologise to the people of 
Sandwell for what in my 
opinion was a disgraceful 
slur. He has declined to do 
this, which is very disap¬ 
pointing.”

A PETITION is being 
launched as parents and 
governors fight plans to turn 
a Smethwick primary school 
into an academy. 

More than 150 people 
attended a public meeting to 
voice concerns about the 
Department for Education’s 
plan to turn Galton Valley 
Primary into an academy.

Bid to ease 
congestion 
at key island 

A £13 million funding bid has been submit¬ 
ted to transport bosses for work at an 
Oldbury traffic island in an effort to ease 
congestion on a key route. 

Sandwell Council has requested the 
money from Black Country Strategic Trans¬ 
port so it can drive a road through the 
middle of Birchley Island. 

The island, one of the main gateways into 
the borough, is next to junction two of the 
M5, with 92,000 motorists negotiating it 
every day. Councillors are expected to 
approve plans to allocate £620,000 if the 
project gets the go-ahead. 

“We have put in a bid for funding, and we 
expect to hear something in July about what 
happens next,” said Sandwell’s finance 
chief Councillor Steve Eling. 

“We may be told to clear off or we might 
get the green light for a full application. 

“As part of our application, we have to 
show what we are prepared to contribute 
towards the scheme. But if we put time and 
effort into a plan, I want reasonable assur¬ 
ance we will get the go-ahead.” 

The plans would see Wolverhampton 
Road run straight through the island. 


A BRAVE beauty queen who battled 
back from the brink of death has set 
her sights on the Miss England title. 

Martial arts enthusiast Nikki Sahota, from West 
Bromwich, was forced to pull out of the contest last 
year after being struck down by potentially fatal 
kidney failure just days before the finals. 

Weeks earlier she had celebrated being crowned Miss 
Black Country, despite having just been released from 
hospital on the day of the contest, when her health prob¬ 
lems first started to develop. 

Celebrations were short-lived as her condition deteri¬ 
orated over the weeks that followed, with kidney infec¬ 
tions and septicemia leading to acute renal failure. She 
was left fighting for her life instead of pursuing her 
dream of competing in the Miss England final. 

But the 24-year-old had made a remarkable recovery, 
regaining full health and finding a new 
passion as a mixed martial arts fighter. 

She qualified for Miss England after 
winning Miss Asian Model and still holds 
her Miss Black Country title, as no pageant 
has taken place since she won 18 months 
ago. She competes in the Miss England 2013 
finals this weekend in Torquay. 

Graduate 


Wolverhampton-born Nikki, a clinical 
psychology graduate said: “It’s exactly a 
year ago when I started to get ill but it feels 
like another life. I feel like I was in a glass 
snow-globe being shaken around. It’s men¬ 
tally challenging when you get ill, you don’t 
look or feel great.” 

Last August Nikki took up mixed martial 
arts (MMA)and has gained sponsorship 
from some of the sport’s leading interna¬ 
tional brands. She has also set her sights on 
boxing for Team GB in the 2016 Olympic 
Games, as well as pursuing her career as a 
clinical psychologist. She has also appeared 
in the blockbuster film Fast & Furious 6. 

The 5ft 7ins beauty, who spent two years 
training as a Territorial Army officer while 
studying at Staffordshire University, said 
taking up mixed martial arts after regaining 
her health had helped her. 

“I’ve always been a tomboy, I did boxing 
on and off at school and then last August, 
after I recovered from illness, it was like 
when I went into the Territorial Army, I 
wanted to just push myself. 

“Now it’s like there’s two different per¬ 
sonas, on one hand a girl with glamorous 
dresses and a crown and heels, but on the 
other hand, when I’m in my MMA gear I’m 
tough and empowered. I want to inspire 
others to go and follow their dreams.”

College in talks over 
taking on The Public 


A MULTI-MILLION pound sum 
would need to be pumped into 
The Public to transform it into 
a sixth-form college, admit 
education chiefs. 

Sandwell College bosses looking to 
take over the building say it is too early 
to say how much would need to be spent 
adapting the iconic arts centre. 

But, when pressed for a figure, they 
highlighted the £20m cost of convert¬ 
ing a school to an academy - while 
pledging their scheme would be 
cheaper. 

Vice principal Scott Upton said: 
“Academies can cost £20m to convert 
but we’re not looking anywhere near 
that. Obviously, we would need to put 
classroom space in there but central 
student services - finance support, 
learning support - would be retained in 
the main Spon Lane college building.” 

He added: “These are still just talks, 
it’s not a done deal.” 

Campus 

The total planned cost of The Public 
when approved in 2001 was £38.3m. 
Construction costs sent the price spi¬ 
ralling to £72m. 

The £77m Sandwell College campus 
in Spon Lane opened to pupils last year. 
Already bosses say there is not enough 
room for A-level and AS-level students. 

They are in talks with Sandwell 
Council about transforming The Public 
into a sixth form to accommodate 1,000 
A-level and AS-level students. 

Sandwell College currently has 
capacity for 500 A-level and AS-level 
students on the sixth floor of its Spon 
Lane building. 

The college plans are the latest twist 
in the long-running saga over the 
gallery and arts centre. Mr Upton said 
the look and location of The Public was 
ideal for the college. “It’s a unique 
design - vibrant and fresh,” he said.

Road death 
highlights 
danger for 
pedestrians 

A MAN killed after being hit 
by a car in Sandwell was 
more than three times over 
the drink-drive limit, an 
inquest heard. 

Avtar Bening, 46, was 
seen staggering in and out of 
the bushes in the dark by 
another motorist before he 
was hit near to Sandwell 
Valley Crematorium just 
after 10pm on July 29. 
Unemployed Mr Bening, of 
Alexandra Road, 

Handsworth, died from his 
injuries following the inci¬ 
dent in Forge Lane. 

At Smethwick Council 
House on Monday, driver 
Rayel Johnson, of Ada Road, 
Smethwick, said: “From 
nowhere this man appeared 
in front of the car. ” 

React 

Traffic collision investiga¬ 
tor Pc Graham Harrison, 
calculated that Mr Johnson 
could have only seen Mr 
Bening, in dark clothing, up 
to 65ft before the crash, 
giving him under a second to 
react at 30mph. 

He said a blood test 
showed there were 230 mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol in 100 mil- 
litres of blood in Mr Bening’s 
blood. The legal limit for 
driving is 80 milligrams. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
Mr Bening died as a result of 
the crash. He said: “This 
case highlights the danger to 
pedestrians. Firstly of 
walking in the road in very 
dark clothing and secondly 
walking at night having 
drunk a lot of alcohol.” 

He added: “It seems to me 
that there is no reason for Mr 
Johnson to criticise himself. ”

mourns best friend after road tragedy 


THE widow of a motorcyclist who died after crash¬ 
ing into a lamp post on a busy dual carriageway in 
the Black Country described her husband as her 
‘best friend’. 

Nick Foster, from Tipton, came off his bike in 
Manor Way, Halesowen, at 9.15pm on Friday. 

The 32-year-old had had the machine a few 
months and was on the way back from Bridgnorth 
with a friend. His wife Claire Foster said: “He was 
my best friend - I had known him so long. I feel 
numb.” 

The crash happened outside the Sandvik plant. 

Mrs Foster, 32, said her husband left their home 


in Cotterills Road at about 7pm and she started 
getting worried at about 9.30pm. 

“I called him six or seven times - he had a 
headset so he can speak while riding - but he did 
not answer,” she said. 

Childhood 

Police then came to the house and informed Mrs 
Foster of the tragedy. 

“It was his new hobby,” she said. “He had 
always wanted one. A lot of his friends had them. 
He used to drive it to work and back, he had been 
on road trips to Wales.” 


Mr and Mrs Foster were childhood friends. They 
had known each other more than 20 years and 
attended Churchfields High School in West 
Bromwich together. 

Mr Foster was the oldest of three brothers. He 
had started a new job as a HGV driver for Allied 
Bakeries in West Bromwich six weeks ago. Before 
then he was doing agency work. 

The couple had lived in Cotterills Road since 
2004. “He was a genuinely good man,” she said. 

“He enjoyed being on his bike. His cousin said 
he used to grin like a Cheshire cat when he was on 
it.” 


Show off driver jailed 
for fatal bridge crash 


A TEENAGE drink-driver who reached speeds 
of 80mph before smashing his Vauxhall Corsa 
into a wall, killing his friend, has been locked 
up for four years. 

Ahlack Rahman was flung from Asad Ali’s car as it 
became ‘airborne’ after approaching a humpback bridge at 
speed. In the minutes before the deadly smash on Dudley 
Port Road in Tipton, Ali had been ‘showing off to his pas¬ 
sengers by overtaking other motorists, a court heard. 

Tragedy at the humpback bridge between Groveland 
Road and Fisher Street at 12.40am on September 10. 

Ali had been drinking vodka at a party earlier while cele¬ 
brating his sister’s marriage and was slightly over the 
drink-drive limit, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Iain Willis said 18-year-old Ali had been at 
a gathering in Kates Hill and 
had left with friends, includ¬ 
ing Mr Rahman, to get some 
food.

As the convoy of three 
vehicles headed towards 
Netherton, the defendant 
started driving ‘erratically’, 
said Mr Willis. Passengers 
told Ali to slow down and 
there were concerns about 
Mr Rahman not wearing a 
seatbelt. 

Mr Willis added: “The 
defendant accelerated to 50- 
60mph on a 30mph road, 
driving on the opposite side 
of the road to avoid speed 
camera detection. He drove 
at 80mph through two sets 
of lights. 

“CCTV shows an average 
speed of 63mph between the 
traffic lights and canal 
bridge. He did not brake as 
he approached the bridge.” 

Ali, now of Chairborough 
Road, High Wycombe, for¬ 
merly of Kates Hill, admit¬ 
ted death by dangerous 
driving and driving with 
excess alcohol. Three hours 
after the crash, he had 87mg 
of alcohol per 100ml of 
blood. The limit is 80mg. 

Former Castle High 
School pupil Mr Rahman 
died from his injuries at hos¬ 
pital.

Lucky escape from 
barbecue fumes

Motorcyclist dies 
after collapsing 

A MOTORCYCLIST died 
of a suspected heart attack 
on a roadside in Tipton 
after pulling over when he 
felt unwell. 

Paramedics were called 
to Hurst Lane in Tipton at 
1.50pm on Sunday and 
originally thought the man 
had hit a wall near the 
junction with Sedgley 
Road West. 

But it later emerged 
that the man, thought to 
be in his 50s or 60s and 
from Bloxwich, had rested 
his bike against the wall 
and then collapsed. 

Scrapyard hit by 
a second blaze 

SIX cars were destroyed in 
a suspicous fire at a scrap¬ 
yard on Lath Lane, 
Smethwick, hit for the 
second time on Monday 
just before midnight, after 
a devastating attack on 
May 23. Fire crews from 
Smethwick and West 
Bromwich were alerted by 
a passing police car, and 
were able to contain the 
blaze.

Whenever there was 
a problem he was always 
first on the phone.” 

Mr Wilson’s showbusi- 
ness career started in the 
1950s as a guitarist-vocalist. 
In 1957, while on active 
service, he formed a band 
entertaining the troops. 

Clean 

He turned professional in 
1973 and went on to win 
New Faces in 1976 and 
starred on The Comedians 
television show. He was a 
familiar face at the Black 
Country Night Out 
evenings. 

One memorable night, Mr 
Wilson surprised punters at 
The Fox in Lye by perform¬ 
ing alongside TV star Tom 
O’Connor to raise money for 
a customer who had been 
burgled. 

O’Connor had been 
staying at the couple’s home 
while in pantomime at 
Wolverhampton’s Grand 
Theatre. Mrs Beards said: 
“One of the customers had 
been burgled and Lee said 
‘It’s a damn shame. We’ll put 
a bit of a night on and raise 
some money’.” 

Customers were amazed 
when Mr O’Connor, who 
earlier that night had been 
performing at The Grand, 
was introduced onto the 
stage by her husband.

A talented angler, Mr 
Wilson was also a popular 
after-dinner speaker and in 
1991 he was invited to join 
the Variety Club of Great 
Britain Golfing Society, 
where he mixed with show- 
business celebrities and 
raised thousands of pounds 
for charity. 

Mr Wilson, who lived in 
Tipton before moving to 
Pedmore, mixed with stars 
including Frankie Vaughan, 
Norman Wisdom and boxing 
champion Henry Cooper. 

“Henry Cooper would 
ring and say ‘hello mate, is 
your dad there,”’ said son 
Lee. “Answering the phone 
to those sort of people just 
became the norm.” 

Jake Elcock, who founded 
Wombourne-based Elcock 
Entertainments, which rep¬ 
resented Mr Wilson, was a 
friend for 40 years. He said: 
“He was a lovely bloke.” 

In 2006 Mr Wilson per¬ 
formed with friend of more 
than 60 years, and former 
Sandwell mayor, Bill Archer 
at a fundraiser at Wednes¬ 
bury Conservative Club. 

Mr Archer said : “The 
people of the Midlands will 
know him and he was such a 
wonderful man. He will be 
sadly missed.” 


One area 
accounts 
for half of 
all raids 

AROUND half of all police 
raids on homes in Sandwell 
in the past year have been 
carried out in the Princes 
End area of Tipton. 

Records show officers 
swooped on homes and busi¬ 
nesses in Princes End 46 
times in the past 12 months 
out of approximately 90 
raids in total across the 
whole of the borough. 

The majority of the raids 
were for drugs warrants, 
while others included theft 
warrants and raids in part¬ 
nership with trading stan¬ 
dards.

In 2012 Serco was 
appointed by Sandwell 
Council to deliver its waste, 
recycling and street cleansing 
services, and since then the 
partnership has overseen a 
number of improvements. 
Household recycling rates in 
the borough have risen from 
39 per cent to around 50 per 
cent.

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Swim for 
free bid 
to fight 
the flab 

CHILDREN and over-60s in 
Sandwell could be offered 
free swimming in a new bid 
to tackle obesity. 

The council is considering 
the move as more than a 
quarter of Year 6 children in 
the borough are classed as 
obese. 

The scheme also aims to 
boost the number of adults 
exercising, with council 
figures showing that 41 per 
cent do not take part in any 
physical activity. 

Only 19.7 per cent of 
adults complete at least five 
30-minute sessions of activ¬ 
ity a week, which is the rec¬ 
ommended amount. 

Inactivity 

At present, the health 
costs of inactivity in 
Sandwell are estimated at 
£4.5 million a year, at the 
least, and rising. 

If councillors give the go- 
ahead to the proposals, at a 
meeting being held last 
night (Wednesday), then 
free swimming could be on 
offer as early as this 
summer. 

The offer would be open to 
those who are Sandwell res¬ 
idents aged 16 or under, 
during all public swimming 
sessions in school holiday 
periods, and to adults aged 
60 and over during public 
swimming sessions before 
lpm all year. 

Hospital is 
to take on 
career base 

HOSPITAL chiefs have 
agreed to take on a former 
neighbourhood office in 
Cape Hill for five years as a 
base to provide information 
on employment in the NHS. 

The Learning Works, 
based in the former Cape 
Hill Neighbourhood Office 
in Smethwick, has been pro¬ 
viding support to members 
of the community and career 
development advice to NHS 
staff since before Christmas. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospital Trust 
bosses have now agreed to 
lease the building for five 
years. They will pay a pep¬ 
percorn rent up to and 
including 2014 and after 
that they will pay £16,200 
per year. 

The location was deliber¬ 
ately chosen for its place in 
the heart of the community 
but also for its proximity to 
the site of the new Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital site. 


College principal to retire now project complete 



Retiring -Val Bailey 


THE principal of Sandwell College has 
announced that she will retire after 10 
years at the helm - in the midst of its 
controversial plans to turn The Public 
art gallery into a sixth form. 

Val Bailey was originally drafted in 
to turn the college’s fortunes around a 
decade ago, and oversaw the transfer 
of staff and pupils to a £77 million 
campus on Spon Lane. 

She was at the forefront of cam¬ 
paigning to secure Government 
funding in 2009. It became one of only 
13 colleges out of 200 nationwide 


shortlisted for capital funding. Her 
last day in charge will be September 
30. 

She said: “On October 1 this year I 
will have had the privilege to have 
been principal and chief executive of 
Sandwell College for 10 years. 

Experiences 

“Those years have afforded me the 
most amazing range of experiences of 
my life. 

“I have had the luxury of working 
with what I consider to be the most tal¬ 


ented group of staff and senior man¬ 
agers in the further education sector. 

“At times it has felt as if there was no 
end to the journey but here we are in 
the most stunning college building in 
the sector. 

“Having achieved as much as we 
have, I believe that it is time for me to 
leave Sandwell and hand over this 
amazing role to a new principal.” 

Miss Bailey added that she was also 
looking forward to seeing the college’s 
future plans come to fruition, includ¬ 
ing the development of the new Health 


Futures University Technical College 
in West Bromwich, which would cater 
for 600 pupils, and the potential trans¬ 
formation of The Public. 

The principal said although the deci¬ 
sion to leave had been ‘very difficult’, 
she had always planned to retire once 
the new college was well established. 

Current vice principal Scott Upton 
has said the number of A-level and AS- 
level students would double if 
Sandwell College’s sixth form took 
over the £72 million gallery in New 
Street. 


Toilet to let., will have to 
spend more than a penny 


VANDAL-HIT former public 
toilets in West Bromwich are 
being advertised for let and 
could be transformed into a 
new business premises. 

Wolverhampton-based Futures 
Estate Agents is advertising the Jer- 
voise Lane block, which used to be 
managed by Sandwell Council, on its 
website for £215 per month. 

The block has been closed for more 
than seven years after constant vandal¬ 
ism and anti-social behaviour. 

But Futures spokesman Martin Tang 
today said the building could be trans¬ 
formed into a successful business if 
someone had the money to invest. 

“The owners purchased the property 
a few years ago,” he said. “They have 
never been inside. It’s been sealed off for 
a few years. 

Convert 

“There is potential there to convert if 
someone had the money. But it will take 
quite a lot of renovation work.” 

The toilets were closed after people 
living in and around Jervoise Lane com¬ 
plained about gangs of yobs hanging 
around at night. At one point a petition 
with 89 names was handed to the council 
demanding the facilities were closed. 

But there was also a counter-petition 
that argued shoppers needed a toilet in 
the area. 

The current owner of the toilets 
acquired them through auction about 
six months ago. 

Sandwell Council sold them for 

£ 10 , 000 . 

Sandwell’s neighbourhoods council¬ 
lor Mahboob Hussain said he would 
welcome any move to bring the building 
back into use. 

“I have seen schemes where toilets are 
brought back into use and it can be very 
successful,” he said. 

“There is a very good example in 
London where a toilet was transformed 
into a restaurant. 

“It shows it can be done and can 
brighten up an area.” 

There have also been talks about 
bringing vandal-plagued public toilets 
in Bearwood back into use, partly as a 
delicatessen.

Two sisters use their knitting 
skills to help the charity.

finds out why they do it 

YVONNE Smart, and Cathy 
Glear are familiar faces at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
and are a friendly sight for 
patients and staff who look 
forward to their visits. 

The sisters run a stall in the entrance 
of the hospital once a month, selling blan¬ 
kets, baby clothes, scarves, shawls and 
other garments they have knitted or cro¬ 
cheted. 

All the money they raise goes towards 
Midlands Air Ambulance and since 2009, 
the two have collected a staggering 
£37,000. 

“Our passion for knitting all began 
when we were little girls. We would watch 
Blue Peter on the TV and there would be 
someone knitting,” says Mrs Smart, from 
Kingswinford. 

Wrap 

“Our mother taught us how to do it 
properly and since then we haven’t 
stopped. Cathy and I have always enjoyed 
arts and crafts and were always doing 
something to keep ourselves busy when 
we were younger. 

“But knitting and crochet is what we 
do best and over the years we have made 
hundreds of things from blankets to baby 
clothes. 

“At Russells Hall there is a maternity 
ward and new mothers love to come and 
see what we are selling for them to wrap 
their newborn babies in.” 

Mrs Smart, aged 55, used to work in a 
shop but now spends as much time as pos¬ 
sible knitting garments for family and 
friends as well as the stall. 

Her 59-year-old sister, from Nether- 
ton, who works as a foster mother, uses 
any free time she has to teach the craft to 
the children in her care. Mrs Smart says:

“We rarely have any spare time because 
we are both always really busy, but 
when we do you can bet that we will be 
holding a pair of knitting needles.” 

“It is really simple to learn how to 
knit and once you’ve mastered it, it’s 
like riding a bike, you never forget. 

“I think knitting is becoming even 
more popular now and a number of 
celebrities have also started to take it 
up, including Geri Halliwell, Russell 
Crowe and the Duchess of Cambridge. 

“It just goes to show that you can be 
any age and still enjoy it and make a

truly unique garment.” The rise of the 
internet and the increasing popularity 
of YouTube has meant it is much easier 
for people to learn how to knit. 

And according to figures from the UK 
Hand Knitting Association, around four 
million women and almost half a million 
men have an interest in knitting and 
want to learn the craft. 

“We have people come to us and ask us 
for tips. Cathy and I have both helped 
lots of people learn to knit over the 
years. I think it is very therapeutic,” 
says Mrs Smart. “It is very satisfying 


being able to make something from 
scratch that will be made of good strong 
quality and will last for years. 

“Just knowing that there is nothing on 
the high street that looks remotely 
similar is fantastic. 

“My favourite thing to make is scarves 
and I am about to start making some for 
Christmas. Scarves aren’t too difficult 
and you can use wild and wacky patterns 
for a bold effect. 

“Cathy has made scarves with little 
pockets for some of her foster children 
and we have made lots of pretty things in 
the past for peoples birthdays. 

“We have got a fantastic backing from 
our family and lots of people tell us how 
wonderful our creations are which is 
lovely to hear.” 

Because of the high demand for their 
products, the sisters are running out of 
wool and are desperately appealing for 
more. 

Wool 

A team of 23 volunteers helps them to 
knit and sell their products at the hospi¬ 
tal in aid of Midlands Air Ambulance and 
the two are now also making a plea to the 
public to donate any unwanted craft 
items, such as beads, buttons, broken 
jewellery and unwanted gifts. 

“We always need wool and unwanted 
items so if any members of the public 
have any to give to us then we would be 
more than grateful,” says Mrs Smart. 

“We are truly passionate about the 
Midlands Air Ambulance Charity and 
really enjoy knitting, so we thought 
selling our knitted goods was the perfect 
way to fundraise for the service. 

“We support the Air Ambulance 
because it is a marvellous charity that 
receives no government funding and 
relies completely on public support. 

“If people could help us to continue to 
support them by donating that would 
mean a lot to us.”

Masked carjacker who 
terrified carer is jailed 


A MASKED robber who 
bundled a terrified woman 
out of her car and drove off in 
the vehicle has been jailed for 
six years. 

Ricky Butler struck as the 57-year- 
old carer called to check the address of 
her next appointment, a judge heard. 

The engine of the parked car was 
running when Butler suddenly 
appeared alongside it in Glebefields 
Road, Tipton, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, said: 
“The driver’s door was opened by a 
man wearing a hoodie who had his face 


covered. He unclipped the seatbelt of 
the woman who was very scared. He 
grabbed her by the collar and tried to 
pull her out. 

“She resisted but he used increasing 
amounts of strength to remove her.” 

Struck 

Her head repeatedly struck the door 
frame before she was tugged out and 
left on the ground as Butler drove off at 
6pm on February 21. The victim 
flagged down a driver, who alerted 
police, the court heard. 

Officers spotted the stolen car in 
nearby Tame Road. Butler, 24, was 
found in a house and was forensically 


linked to the stolen car, Mr Phillips 
said. 

Father-of-one Butler, of Sycamore 
Road, Tipton, admitted robbery and 
driving while disqualified. He had 15 
previous convictions for robbery, 
attempted robbery and assault with 
intent to rob. He had been banned from 
the roads for drink-driving and was on 
bail for an unrelated assault when he 
stole the car, the court was told. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said: 
“He has a predilection to the use of 
alcohol.” 

Butler was sent to prison and 
banned from driving for a further four 
years.

A SCHEME to allow people to 
keep tabs on police patrol 
routes has been launched. 

Officers are using a mobile phone 
app called Endomondo to track their 
movements in Tipton. They are then 
posting maps and photographs of 
where they have been on Twitter. 

Pc John Tranter is being tracked 
over four-days initially and, if this is 
successful, the idea could be rolled out 
elsewhere in the region. 

He said: “It’s not a live system - we 
don’t want to give criminals a heads up 
about where we are. The app is used to 
track our movements and then at the 
end of the day people can see what we 
have been doing.” 

Families logging on to Tipton Green 
Police’s twitter page have been able to 
see Pc Tranter’s patrol routes. 

Police spokeswoman Kate Baker 
said: “We’ve had lots of positive feed¬ 
back on Twitter. Followers went up a 


lot on the local account during the 
day.” 

The Track-a-Cop scheme is the 
brainchild of the team’s Sgt Dave 
Rogers, who came up with the idea 
after residents complained they rarely 
see officers in their streets. 

He said: “Sometimes residents tell 
us they never see us patrolling their 
street but often in reality it simply 
means they’ve not been around at the 
same time as us. 

Provides 

“I spoke to one resident recently who 
said he couldn’t remember the last 
time he saw a beat bobby yet Pcs had 
patrolled his street three times that 
day. 

“We work closely with local commu¬ 
nity and their issues and concerns are 
important to us. Track-a-Cop provides 
an exciting opportunity for the public 
to see where we have been on our 
patrols using social media. 


“Our mission ‘you said, we did, we 
listened’ is embedded into the way we 
police our neighbourhood. Track-a- 
Cop has been developed as a direct 
result of us responding to the needs of 
our community. I hope it reassures the 
public that we are out there on the 
beat.” 

Sgt Rogers, from the Tipton Green 
neighbourhood policing team, said: 
“The support we have received for 
Track-a-Cop has been overwhelming. 
We have had national interest from 
other police forces, the College of Polic¬ 
ing and we’ve had many enquiries from 
teams within our force who would like 
to do something similar. 

“More importantly, the feedback we 
have had from the community has been 
fantastic. We have significantly 
increased our followers on Twitter and 
people are also using Twitter to engage 
with us.”

Capital idea - head off 
for a pint at The Albion

A PUB named after the 
owner’s beloved West Brom¬ 
wich Albion and packed to 
the rafters with memorabilia 
is set to celebrate its 15th 
anniversary. 

But this pub is not in West 
Bromwich, or even Oldbury or 
Wednesbury - it’s in the London 
Borough of Hackney. 

A source of bemusement to the locals 
and now a regular destination on the 
calendar of fans travelling to Baggies 
games in the capital, The Albion, in 
Shoreditch, celebrated its 15th birth¬ 
day on Saturday with a programme of 
fun and games for all of the family. 

The pub was taken over by lifelong 
fan Dave Chapman, aged 64, in 1998 
and he said he wanted a name that 
would grab people’s attention. 

Regulars 

He said: “I got in touch with the sec¬ 
retary at West Brom and asked if I 
could use the name, and they were very 
happy for me to do so. 

“I get a good reaction from Albion 
fans when they come here. The first 
time they come they are absolutely 
gobsmacked. 

“One day we were sitting here, and 
there was an almighty crash outside. It 
was a lorry driver from Solihull, who 
had come around the corner, seen the 
sign, and driven into a lamppost. He 
still comes in here now.” 

The pub does get its regulars, as 
there are around 200 members of the 
London West Bromwich Albion sup¬ 
porters club, and Dave said the pub is 
‘deluged’ on Baggies away days in the 
city. 

He said: “If they are playing West 
Ham, Arsenal or Spurs we get ludi¬ 
crously busy, but if they are playing in 
London generally everyone likes to 


come and see the pub. We have some of 
the coaches come down, and West Mid¬ 
lands Police, so it can be like a circus in 
here.” 

Dave has supported the team since 
he was a teenager, despite not actually 
being from the Black Country, after he 
witnessed Albion beat Preston 3-2 in 
his first game in the 1954 FA Cup final. 


“I suppose you would have to call me a 
Londoner,” he said. “My dad was Scot¬ 
tish, so with him it was Celtic or 
nothing. 

“We moved down to London when I 
was young, and my dad got us tickets 
for the ’54 final. It was the first match 
I’d ever been to, and it has stuck with 
me ever since.”

AT WALSALL Local History 
Centre we hold thousands 
of local photographs, from 
the early 1860s to the 
present day. 

Such collections are obviously 
the first place to look for historic 
images. But it’s easy to forget that 
there is another rich source of fasci¬ 
nating photographs - old books. 

From the late Victorian era, 
when photography was hugely 
popular, there was a fashion for 
books to be published focusing on 
towns, counties, or local worthies 
and businesses. 

Many included photos, some of a 
very high standard, given the limi¬ 
tations on print quality at the time. 

Books like town guides were a 
matter of civic pride, and these as 
well as others such as trade directo¬ 
ries, albums promoting local places 
and businesses, and yet more com¬ 
memorating events, are all worth 
looking at for that rare historic 
picture.

graphs it reproduces. While Walsall 
is rightly famous for its saddlery 
trade, it becomes quickly obvious, 
when reading this book and others, 
that it was just one of many in the

Remarkable books such as this 
and South Staffordshire Illustrated 
(cl899), Walsall Past and Present 
(1905), the Walsall Red Books 
(1872-1939), and more, offer a fasci¬ 
nating insight into how the Victori¬ 
ans saw themselves as well as 
revealing many sadly lost town- 
scapes. All are waiting for readers 
to rediscover amongst the thou¬ 
sands of historic volumes preserved 
in the Local Studies Library at 
Walsall Local History Centre.

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Aqueduct is 
watertight 


The aqueduct in Spouthouse Lane, Great Barr, is now 
watertight again after a £120,000 scheme 


A £120,000 scheme drawn up to plug a leak at 
a Grade II listed aqueduct in Great Barr has 
been completed successfully. 

Over the space of four weeks, specialist teams drilled 
150mm to 200mm deep holes along the edge of the towpath 
alongside the aqueduct in Spouthouse Lane. These were 
injected with a resin to block any holes that cause leaks. 

The Canal & River Trust, which took over responsibility 
for canals and rivers from British Waterways last year, say 
the work has appeared to do the trick. 

Canal & River Trust spokeswoman Sarah Rudy said: “We 


have finished repairing the 
aqueduct, and so far the 
signs are really promising. 
We are feeling confident we 
have fixed the leaks. 

Monitoring 

“We will be monitoring 
the aqueduct over the next 
few months to see if any 
water starts escaping but 
our engineers are feeling 
confident we have plugged 
all the holes.” 

Bosses hope that the 
resin, which was introduced 
in March, will fill any small 
holes in the brickwork and 
prevent water seeping out 
from the aqueduct onto 
Spouthouse Lane below. 

Great Barr Councillor 
David Hosell, who has been 
campaigning on residents’ 
behalf, said: “They have 
done a brilliant job. It is a big

investment but hopefully,it 
will pay off in the future.” 

Residents in and around 
Spouthouse Lane have been 
complaining about the 
leaking aqueduct for more 
than 10 years. 

In the winter, the problem 
has been particularly bad, 
with huge icicles hanging off 
the aqueduct and icy path¬ 
ways posing a hazard. 

Janice Bryan, of 
Ennerdale Road, Great Barr, 
started a petition in 2010 
calling for the bridge to be 
repaired. The 78-year-old 
said: “I am very pleased they 
have fixed it but I think it’s a 
case of wait and see. We will 
have to wait until the winter 
to see how successful the 
work has been. That will be 
the real test.”

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Women spared prison 
in money launder case 


TWO women who helped 
launder thousands of pounds 
of drug money have been 
spared immediate prison 
sentences. 

Cash was syphoned through bank 
accounts to hide the source before 
being spent on cars for a criminal.

Anslow used £11,995 as part

payment for an Audi A3 she drove, 
prosecutor Mr Andrew Wallace told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. Money 
was also channelled through her bank 
account to help with the purchase of a 
£40,000 Audi A5 and an Audi RS5. 

The court heard that Hughes regis¬ 
tered a £46,000 BMW X6 used by the

£30,000 towards the purchase of 
another Audi for the man, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons but is in jail.

IT was full steam ahead for the historic 
engine at the Black Country Living 
Museum when the refurbished 
machine was back in action. 

The Tipton Road site’s replica New¬ 
comen Engine was running during the 
last Bank Holiday weekend. It was one 
of the first times the engine, a copy of 
the 18th century original, has been in 
operation since its £100,000 restora¬ 
tion last year. 

Engineers spent around 12 months 
painstakingly revamping the engine, 


which has been on display at the 
museum, in Tipton Road, since 1986. 
Restoration work included replacing 
the wood head frame and adjusting 
worn parts of the pump. Repairs were 
also carried out to the valve gear, 
piston and cylinders. 

All the hard work paid off as visitors 
were able to see the engine in action. 
The engine was demonstrated by 
expert Ray Franklin, who was in 
period dress for the occasion 


Mr Andrew Jackson, defending 
mother-of-one Anslow, of Elizabeth 
Walk, Tipton, said: “The direct benefit 
to her was relatively low. She is a 
decent, hard-working woman who had 
lost her job and suffered ill health as a 
result of these proceedings.” 

Mr Matthew Hardyman, for 
Hughes, of Mayhurst Close, Tipton, 
said: “She thought she was doing a 
favour to a friend of the family but lat¬ 
terly her suspicions were aroused. She 
turned a blind eye because at the same 
time, she was caring for a young child 
and a terminally ill relative. There was 
no financial or direct benefit to her.” 

Anslow admitted two offences of 
converting criminal property commit¬ 
ted between June 2008 and March 
2009 and one of possessing criminal 
property, the Audi A3. She received an 
18-month jail sentence suspended for 
two years, with £2,000 costs and 220 
hours’ unpaid work. She was also 
ordered to repay £27,999 within six 
months or face 12 months in prison. 

Hughes pleaded guilty to facilitating 
the acquisition, use or control of crim¬ 
inal property in the shape of the BMW 
X6 and laundering cash from crime to 
help with the purchase of another car 
between March and September 2010. 
She was given a 12-month prison term 
suspended for two years with £2,000 
costs and 150 hours’ unpaid work. 

She is due to face Proceeds of Crime 
proceedings later in the year.

1,400 looking for aid to 

offset the bedroom tax 


MORE than 1,400 desperate fam¬ 
ilies and council tenants have 
applied for emergency handouts 
to help them cope with the con¬ 
troversial ‘bedroom tax’, figures 
show. 

Councils in the Black Country, South 
Staffordshire, Cannock Chase, Lichfield, 
Stafford and Wyre Forest have received 
more applications for help in the past month 
than they had in six months last year. 

Latest figures claim there have been 
1,267 applications for support with paying 
rent, called discretionary housing payments 
(DHPs) in April 2013. 

The same councils had 2,102 requests for 
the whole of the 2012/13 financial year. 

Tenants are seeking tens of thousands of 
pounds to cover their rent following cuts to 
housing benefit for anyone who has one or 
more spare rooms. 

Under the controversial new measure, 
dubbed the bedroom tax by critics, people in 
council or social rented housing with one 
spare room lose 14 per cent of their housing 
benefit. People with two or more spare 
rooms lose 25 per cent. 

The Government wants people who are 
‘under-occupying’ to trade down to smaller 
properties to reduce soaring waiting lists for 
council homes from families living in 
cramped accommodation. 

But there is a shortage of smaller proper¬ 
ties for people to go to. Pensioners with 
spare rooms are exempt from the charge. 

The worst affected area is in Dudley with 
529 applications for help. 

NIP backs Bill on patents 

EUROPE-wide laws to help businesses 
protect their designs and patents have been 
welcomed by a West Midlands MEP Malcolm 
Harbour, who represents the region for the 
Tories, said the Intellectual Property Bill 
would include the introduction of the new 
EU Patent. Mr Harbour said: “I welcome 
this bill.”

PLANS, which were scrapped 
earlier this year, for two West 
Midland police forces to share 
services should be revived in 
the wake of the terrorist attack 
in Woolwich, claims a police 
chief. 

West Midlands and Staffordshire 
police were looking at combining their 
armed response teams, dog support and 
training as well as tactical planning and 
road policing. 

However, Staffordshire backed out of 
the plans in March saying it was not the 
‘right thing’ for the county. 

Now, West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bob Jones said he hoped 
the plans would still go ahead - and 
insisted they would help the response to 
a major incident like the attack on 
Drummer Lee Rigby last month. 

Response 

The proposals were first mooted back 
in 2011 in a move which, it was hoped, 
would save the forces £650,000 a year. 

But it was also feared the changes 
could mean increased response times to 
incidents and that staff may resist the 
proposals. 

Mr Jones said: “A collaboration 
between the forces would mean we would 
be in a better position to respond to the 
big incidents like Woolwich. 

He added: “We are still looking at this 
but Staffordshire had reservations about 
certain elements. However, his counter¬ 
part in Staffordshire said any joint 
working would only go ahead if it would 
benefit people in the area. 

Staffordshire Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Matthew Ellis said, a review 
found the operational case is not strong 
enough to support these original collabo¬ 
ration proposals.” 


DUDLEY workmanship will be 
keeping a power station going after a 
massive silo was dispatched from a 
manufacturing plant. 

The silo, which is 47ft long, 14ft 
wide and weighs 10 tons, is for Drax 
Power Station near Selby, Yorkshire. 

It was made by Kingswinford stain¬ 
less steel fabricators Pressvess and 
carefully loaded on to a specialist 
lorry before travelling through the 
town at slow speed at the start of an 
eight hour journey. 

Pressvess works manager Lee 
Deakin said at its destination the silo 
would beinstalled by their team from 
the Stallings Lane company. He said: 
“This is part of a large contract, we’re 
a well-established company and we’re 


growing quite well. Everything went 
without a problem.” 

Pressvess was commissioned to 
design, build and install the lime 
dosing silo by Halesowen air filtra¬ 
tion specialists Lodge Cotterell. 

It will be fully installed at Drax, a 
large coal-fired power station, this 
week. It is among recent power 
station projects the company is doing 
with Lodge Cotterell. 

Pressvess marketing manager Tom 
Mason said: “Visually this silo is very 
impressive due to the sheer scale. 

“It is 14.2m long and nearly 4m in 
diameter with plenty of specialist 
safety equipment attached to it.”

THE £45,000 revamp of a war memorial in the 
Black Country is all but complete, as plans are 
drawn up for a re-dedication service in the 
autumn. 

Finishing touches are being put to the First World War 
memorial in Moxley, Walsall. 

Stonework and a cross have been lowered into place and 
plaques bearing the names of 98 servicemen who paid the 
ultimate sacrifice were due to be added this week. 

Work began in September last year after it was 
announced that all of Walsall’s war memorials are to be 
restored. Supporters said the revamped monument looked 
‘beautiful’. 

Unveiling 

Work has been carried out in two stages, with the final 
unveiling due to be at a re-dedication service in September 
led by the churches and people of Moxley. 

Representatives of the Staffordshire Regiment are 
expected to attend. 

It will mean the memorial is ready in time for next year’s 
commemorations of the centenary of the start of the First 
World War. New benches, railings, lighting and gates have 
all been put in place, along with new brickwork.

The promise came in response to a call for 
reassurance from a Black Country MP during 
a debate in Parliament. 


Adrian Bailey, Labour MP 
for West Bromwich West, 
said people had been 
alarmed by fire service min¬ 
ister Brandon Lewis’ letter 
to a regulatory committee 
saying that fire and rescue 
authorities should be able to 
contract out ‘some or all’ of 
their services. 

Savings 

Mr Bailey said: “The fact 
is that, as part of his drive to 
make further savings, he 
wants to remove, as he said 
in his letter, the legal obsta¬ 
cles to the privatisation of 
the emergency fire services. 

“Given that West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service is already 
two years into a programme 
to cut its budget by nearly a 
quarter, and has lost nearly 
10 per cent of its firefighters, 
my constituents will regard 
with alarm. ” 

Mr Bailey was then cut off 
by Speaker John Bercow 
who pressed him to ask a 
question.

Mr Bailey continued: 
“Will the minister assure my 
constituents that these 
moves will not result in a pri¬ 
vatised non-publicly 

accountable emergency fire 
service?” 

Mr Lewis replied: “I have 
made clear on more than one 
occasion that we will not pri¬ 
vatise the fire service, 
notwithstanding the scare- 
mongering of members of 
his party. 

“He should also note, if he 
is not already aware of it, 
that West Midlands fire 
service is currently advertis¬ 
ing for firefighters.” 

In his letter Mr Lewis had 
said fire and rescue authori¬ 
ties should be able to adopt 
alternative models for the 
delivery, under contract, for 
some or all of their services.

Roy of the Saddlers 
is calling it a day 


ALMOST three decades on 
from a decision he describes 
as ‘madness’, things haven’t 
worked out too badly for Roy 
Whalley. 

The 66-year-old was this month 
heralding the dawn of a new era after 
leaving the Banks’s Stadium, a venue he 
played a huge role in helping to develop, 
for the final time as a full-time employee 
of Walsall Football Club. 

Whalley retired on May 31 as the 
club’s commercial director, the role as he 
held for the past three years after step¬ 
ping down as chief executive, closing the 
book on 27 years at the sharp end of life 
with the Saddlers. 

Over that time his impact has been felt 
not only at the Banks’s but in the town. 
He leaves with club on a financially 
sound footing and, as he says, respected 
throughout the game as a ‘model’ for 
how clubs should be run. 

Degree 

But it was all very different back in 
1986 when Whalley, already a well- 
known figure through his teaching job at 
Manor High School, was offered the role 
of club secretary on the steps of the Town 
Hall by new club chairman Terry 
Ramsden. 

Whalley had just completed a masters 
degree in teaching, spent a year as 
deputy head, his career prospects good. 
By complete contrast, Walsall had spent 
the decade lurching from one crisis to the 
next and their prospects were at best 
uncertain. 

For Whalley, the choice was obvious. 

“I always say it was an easy decision to 
make, but a difficult one to live with for 
a while,” says Whalley. 

“Teaching was very safe job and I’d got 
a family too. To move from that very safe 
position with a bright future, to football, 


which was just about the most unsafe 
profession around, really it was 
madness. But I always think had I not 
taken the opportunity I would have 
looked back and thought if only? 

“I have done things I would never have 
done, I have met people I would never 
have met and I have been to places I 
would never have been had I not been in 
football. 

“I think I have been able to achieve 
more and influence things more than I 
ever could in education. Yes it was a big 
gamble but I have never really regretted 
it.” 

At the time he accepted the job, 
Whalley was already a well-known figure 
at the club’s then home of Fellows Park, 
having played a prominent role in the 
Save Walsall campaign. A fan since 
attending his first game in 1955 at the 
age of seven, he suddenly found himself 
thrust into the lOOmph world of football 
administration, whisked away to a board 
meeting in Kent by helicopter on his 
second day 

The first five years would be the 
hardest. Within months Ramsden had 
been crippled by the stock market col¬ 
lapse and the club was once again facing 
up to crisis and losing up to £10,000 a 
week. 

That they came through it, finally 
making the move from Fellows Park to 
the Banks’s Stadium in 1990, was in no 
small part down to the efforts of Whalley 
who grafted under the new board headed 
by Barrie Blower and Jeff Bonser. 

Whalley has been the driving force 
behind the club’s rapid commercial 
growth, with the club now home seven 
days a week to conferences, boxing shows 
and all manner of other events bringing 
commerce into Walsall. One his proudest 
achievements was establishing the 
Sunday market at Bescot Stadium.

Bentley puts you in the lap of luxury

CHINA probably isn’t the first place that 
would spring to mind when choosing a suit¬ 
able location for the launch of a new, and very 
important, car. 

Out in the sticks, asphalt roads turn to gravel for no 
apparent reason, while in cities such as Beijing, congestion 
is something that happens all the time. And the driving 
style can best be described as freeform chaos. 

But this is the new Bentley Flying Spur, a car which will 
be appearing on wish lists all over the world but particularly 
in the Far East. China’s new breed of successful people find 
Bentley’s restrained status and luxury are the perfect fit, 
hence the first examples have hit the streets of Beijing. 

Rather than a radical change, the new Flying Spur wisely 
follows the template set by the original. It’s an imposing 
four-door machine but with more curvature around the hips 
and greater separation from the Continental GT coupe. 

Smoother 

The nose has full-width grilles and at the rear there’s a 
squared-off tail and a smoother flow of the boot lid. 

The more radical customer might prefer lighter shades 
but the sensible soul will choose a more sober metallic for 
the proper Bentley look. 

Starting at the back seats rather than the front, there is 
the kind of room you would expect from a car in which you 
might well be driven. It’s as cosseting and elegant as you 
could wish for, while the huge range of wood combinations 
means you can make it as tasteful or otherwise as you wish. 

As well as claiming a reduction in noise by 40 per cent 
over the old car, heated, ventilated and electrically 
adjustable seats for all offer an even better back-seat expe¬ 
rience. 

Bentley has introduced a touchscreen remote that sits by 
your knees and which glides elegantly forward at the touch 
of a button so it can be handheld. About the size of a modest 


mobile phone, you can control the satnav, audio system, rear 
climate control, sun blinds and even view the speedometer 
and trip computer. It’s a small thing in many ways but it 
sums up the attention that has been paid to the details - and 
it really shows. 

The fundamentals, of course, are already well in place. 

The body structure uses aluminium for the bonnet and 
front wings, a composite rear bootlid and high-strength 


steels for a better combination of safety and reduced weight. 

Overall, the body is four per cent stiffer than before while 
the whole car is 50kg lighter - Bentley says this would be 
more but for an increased specification. Motive power 
comes from the superb twin-turbocharged 6.0-litre W12 
already seen in the Continental GT, and here it produces a 
more than adequate 616bhp. Driving all four wheels 
through the impressive eight-speed automatic transmis¬ 


sion, the Flying Spur is spectacularly fast despite its signif¬ 
icant size and weight. The 0-62mph time is despatched in 
4.6 seconds; 0-100mph in less than 10, and the top speed of 
200mph surely is enough for anyone. The Flying Spur 
doesn’t always feel this fast though; driven in full-on chauf¬ 
feur mode, it will sail along as well as any super-luxury car. 

A new specification tyre and softer suspension over the 
old car improve what was already a good ride but separates 
it further from the more sporty Continental GT. 

Those wanting the bigger wheel options will pay a very 
marginal price in terms of slightly less bump absorption, 
but unless you make a habit of swerving between pot holes, 
the Flying Spur delivers superb comfort. 

Powerhouse 

Of course, that powerhouse under the bonnet offers such 
prodigious torque that you barely need more than a tiny 
prod of the accelerator to keep up with the traffic. Press 
more firmly and you can leave it well and truly behind. Even 
when giving everything, there’s nothing more than a cul¬ 
tured roar from the exhaust as it unrelentingly blasts 
forward. The auto gearbox works best when left to its own 
devices despite the presence of paddles, while the dampers 
can be firmed up for more demanding driving. 

The Flying Spur is inevitably a little more comfort-biased 
but it is no less capable when pushed through a series of 
bends. The brakes are immensely strong, the steering is 
reassuringly accurate and offers decent feel - in other 
words, it has the ability to hustle along way beyond the 
demands of 99 per cent of owners. 

That sums up the new Flying Spur rather well. The 
improvements over the old car are in all the key areas, yet 
there’s more performance, comfort and specification when 
there was already plenty. It’s hard to see a way in which the 
Flying Spur could do anything other than deliver a very sat¬ 
isfying experience.

BMW keep 
tin top for 
sporty Z4 

IT took a glass or two of fine red over dinner 
to loosen the tongue of a very senior car 
company salesperson, who declared with 
venom “We’ll never make another of those.” 

He was talking about the convertible version of his 
company’s big selling hatch, using a clever but compli¬ 


cated steel folding roof to 
morph the car from closed 
to open. 

Far too much trouble, 
with motors stopping with 
the roof half up (or down) 
and too many leaks onto 
customers’ expensive 
dresses when it rained. 
Never again! 

None of which is meant 
to apply to any of the fol¬ 
lowing words. They 
concern the latest version 
of a sporty BMW with a 
magic metal roof; the 
villain in the car park was 
not a BMW and you can’t 
buy one new any longer. 

Other car makers seem 
to be losing their love affair 
with metal folding tops and 
reverting to canvas, on the 
grounds of cost, reliability 
and style. It’s hard to make 
a tin top look good when so 
much room has to be made 
to hold the roof when it’s 
down. 

Dumpy bottoms seem 
almost unavoidable, and a 
long way from the sporty 
svelteness you can bet the 
designer had in mind. They 
play havoc with boot space 
when they’re folded, too. 

So well done BMW for 
making the Z4 look good, 
open or closed. It remains a 
complicated way to let the 
sun in, though, and the 
boot is tiny with the roof 
folded away. 

BMW has had to devise a 
special opening feature to 
maximise the boot opening 
aperture when the roof is 
down, involving a balletic 
sequence of whirring 
panels. Clever but slow and 
pointing up the compro¬ 
mise needed for the feeling 
of security a metal top pro¬ 
vides. 

But enough of the practi¬ 
calities; the Z4 has just 
undergone the gentlest of 
mid-life makeovers, with 
white eyebrows over the 
headlights and chrome 
flicks on the side gills that 
give the car some of its 
sportiness in profile. 

And, yes, hardly anyone 



will notice. Bigger news if 
you’re looking for a new Z4 
is the choice of a less power¬ 
ful engine that cuts £2,100 
off the price and makes it 
the least expensive of 
BMW’s roadsters. 

The £27,610 Z4 
sDrivel8i uses a detuned 
version of the same 2.0 litre 
engine you’ll find in the 
more expensive sDrive20i, 
with 30 fewer horses. I 
know the 18i ought to be a 
1.8 litre engine but BMW 
long ago stopped playing 
the logical badge game. 

Tempted 

Performance is blunted a 
bit, but the silliness of the 
official tests have both 
power plants producing 
identical economy and 
emissions figures. 

You can pay up to 
£45,795 for a Z4 but a solid 
80 per cent of buyers have 
opted for the 20i and it will 
be interesting to see how 
many are now tempted to 
save a little cash at order¬ 
ing time. 

If they tick the box for 
leather upholstery they’ll 
find the bill increasing by 
£1,055, which neatly 
halves the price advantage 
over the dearer, more pow¬ 
erful 20i, which has 
cowhide as standard. Stan¬ 
dard kit includes a DAB 
radio and xenon head¬ 
lights. 

On the road you’ll dis¬ 
cover a car with mildly 
over-sensitive steering, a 
slightly notchy gearbox 
(and cramped space around 
the pedals) but with a prop¬ 
erly sporty low slung feel 
and a severe but beauti¬ 
fully built approach to two- 
person indulgent 

transport. 

With the sun shining and 
roof stowed, this cheapest 
way to a Z4 makes sense.

AN average British tourist wandering 
through Bologna last month might have 
wondered what all the fuss - and noise - was 
about. 

If they’d have timed it just right, say about 3pm, 
they’d have witnessed dozens of Lamborghinis tearing 
through the city streets under police escort, with thou¬ 
sands of Lamborghini fans standing street-side with 
flags, banners and cameras.

Flags 

As part of a convoy, I snaked my way out of the city 
and across an expanse of countryside, guiding the Per¬ 
formante through a few overtakes as the angry bark of 
the VI0 behind me left car after car in its wake. 

One thing was constant though, and that was the 
crowd. 

Fans were everywhere, tripods at the ready, arms 
waving and grins spreading wide as the other drivers 
and I tore past. 

I don’t know of any British event quite like the 
Grande Giro. Of all the enthusiasts at a UK car show, 
how many would bother to stand out on the street 
waving flags and taking pictures if a few dozen Aston 
Martins were to go past? 

How many would even know it was an Aston Martin 
anniversary in the first place? Precious few, no doubt. 

There is, and has been for some time in Britain, an 
air of distaste around supercars and it’s totally unfair. 

I was recently driving a Ferrari 458 Spider just 
outside Bristol, minding my own business, overtaking 
an old Nissan Primera, when the bearded man inside 
made an offensive hand gesture out of his window, for 
no reason whatsoever. 

I wasn’t speeding, tailgating or anything else that 
might have provoked such a reaction. 

In Italy, drive an Italian supercar and people actively 
let you into gaps. People honk their horns in praise and 
flash the thumbs-up. 

The rumour mill says that even the police treat you 
with more restraint if you’re in something like a Lam¬ 
borghini. 

You wouldn’t play a fine piano concerto in a monkey 
enclosure at the zoo because they wouldn’t appreciate 
it. For bellowing out the Lamborghini symphony, 
there’s simply nowhere better than Italy.
